* By the way, repentance unto life is not a 
different thing, as the Aſſembly would in- 
ſmuate, but preciſely the ſame, expreſſed in 
other words, as faith in Jeſus Chriſt, See Acta 
x. 43, fc, alſo Chap. xi. 18. and, indeed, that 
whole book; wherein, as in the reft of the 
ſcripture, that change of mind, from darkneſs 
to light, which is given in the belief of the 
* poſitive 
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- Poſitive truth of the Goſpel, is expreſſed by the 
word repentance z ſignifying, that an end is 
now put to the former ſtate of unbelief, and 
a new everlaſting ſtate of mind begun; grant- 
ed by the Lord, and connected with eternal 
ſalvation, and the preſent full affurance of 
perfect juſtification : the fame individual ſo- 
vereign a@ of God being negatively and po- 
ſitively expreſſed, with refpect to the objects, 
or vanities, turned from, which are dumb 
idols, and the one object turned unto, which 
is the living God: thus Paul ſums up his 
whole Goſpel in teſtifying repentance towards 
God, and faith towards the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
Good works, or the obfervance of God's 
ordinances, are only the fruits and conſe- 


quences of faith and repentance, in thoſe Who 


are juſtified, and not conditions to be per 
formed, in order to. attain unto ſalvation. 
But to return, and prevent vain jangling 
about words; if the above queſtion does nat 
mean what they eHewhere call jufirfication, 
or ſalvation from ſin, that is, as themſelves ex+ 
preſs it, the eſcaping from the wrath and 
.curſe of God due to us for ſih, it can mean 
nothing ? but it is very evident, from the very 
Face of the queſtion, with the foregoing and 
following connected train of queſtiuns and 
anſwers, that it means that, and nothing elſe: 
for they ſay, fpeaking of the obſervation of 
all the ordinances, eſpecially thoſe which they 


call by the Roman name of Sacraments,” and 


prayer, that they are all made effect ual to the 
Elect for falvation-z namely, from the. * 
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and curſe of God; God having required of 
them the doing of all theſe things for that 
very preciſe individual end and purpoſe, as 
they expreſsly affirm, that they may eſcape 
the wrath and curſe of God; that is, they 
cannot deny it, that they may be juſtified and 
ſaved! | 

Aſk the ſame queſtion at the verieſt Papiſt 
upon earth, he will not hefitate a moment; 
but directly reply, Fa:ib, Repentance, and Good 
Works. The Council of Trent has expreſely 
ſaid ſo, and ſo alſo, - 

By theſe three, Faith, Repeniance, and Good 
Works, by themſelves explained at large, men 
are. juſtified and ſaved, ſay here, our Weſt-⸗ 
minſter Divines,; with all theirs frammering. 
children, and clerks crying out, Amen 

Here it will be in vain-to cavil, and to bring 
in ridiculous /alvos, alledging that they have 
taught a better. doctrine when they aſłk and 
anſwer, What is juſtification ? For all men 
may know that the infamouſly famous Beſſict, 
Biſnop of Meaux in France, in his fubtile 
apologies for Popery, which prepared and 
ſmoothed the way for the revocation of the 
Edict of Nantz, (horrid treachery ! ) bath ab- 
ſolutely demonftrated, that' the very infernal 
fathers bf. Trent, with their Lord God the 
Pope, as they have impiouſly ſtiled him, upoti 
their head, have themſelves decreed, and uſed. 
for a blind, (no doubt !) preciſely the ſame, 
or equally as found words apparently, as an- 
ct all our Proteſtant Divines, in ſore part o

as our pretended Proteſtant Divines have alſo

begin to ſtir, murmur, or grumble in the lea 
againſt the order, diſcipline, or daily bill of 
fare, which they are ſtraitly bound to, then, 
however juſt their complaints may be, inſtead 
of undergoing the formal ſolemnities of aſſem- 
bled courts and triale, previous to judgment 


and execution of ſentence, they may lay their

Thus the Phariſees allowed, in their day, 


ſtand as they found them; but made them 
all void again by tHeir own traditions, mix+ 
. tures, and human inventions! 

It may, perhaps, admit ↄf ſome controver- 
ſy, Whether it would not have been better 
for ſome men, to have been altogether with - 
out the ſcriptures, than to have them ſo clog - 
ged, confounded, and cruthed by ſuch, rid - 
ers, and falſe concluſions attached to them. 
This is certain, That ** this is the condem- 
nation, that light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkneſs rather than light, becauſe 
their deeds were evil; and if the light in men 
be darkneſs, bow great is that darkneſs!” 

It will be idle to reply here, that men may 
take the good of their human ſyſtems, and 
leave the bad. Such liberty is not allowed 
by either Popiſh or Proteſtant divines to 
their pupils. To ſpeak at preſent only of the 
latter, with whom we have maſt immedi- 
ately to do: 

There is not one miniſter nor probationer ad- 
mitted in all the Chureh of Scotland-but muſt 
ſubſcribe her ſtandards: the Engliſh church is 
equally ſelf- condemned.
